The people who wish to g et divorces 
s|)eedily. q uietly and usually without 
adeipiate cause will learn with sorrow 
that the North Dakota leg islature has 
passed a bill, which the g overnor nn- 
donbtedly will approve, making it nec­ 
essary to have lived a year in the state 
before beg inning suit for divorce 
For ; 
a time South Dakota was the Mecca of 
couples that yearned for an immediate 
release from marital ties. 
Later on 
North Dakota and Oklahoma took its 
place 
Oklahoma alone remains now. 
and territorial divorces are not held in 
as hig h esteem as state divorces 
The action of the North Dakota leg ­ 
islature will deprive of business some 
lawyers who have been making divorce 
suits a specialty 
It will cut down the 
cnstom of some hotel keepers in the fa­ 
vorite divorce resorts 
It will help the 
reputation of the state, whch has suf­ 
fered by reason of its being a bidder for 
divorce business 
The courts of some 
states have looked with g reat contempt 
upon these easily obtained Dakota de 
creE's aud have denied their validity 
Thus North Dakota has been g etting 
many people into serious leg al compli­ 
cations.—Chicag o Tribune

“ Early in October 
I SDS. a paving 
company ia this city began laying on 
the Rue de la Repnbliqne a piece of 
pavement of ceramo crystal ceramic 
stone r r devitrified glass 
During the 
months of November and December of 
i n l a n d thus far in January. 1899, 
this pavement has been driven over d u r­ 
ing all hours of day and night 
It has 
stood as hard usage as any pavement 
conld be subjected to during that time 
and is still in an admirable state of 
preservation 
“ The glass or ceramic stone pavement 
is laid in the form of blocks, eight inch 
es square, each block containing 10 
parts, in the form of checkers 
These 
blocks are so closely fitted together that 
water cannot pass between them, and 
the whole pavement looks like one large 
checkerboard 
Like all thoroughfares 
in France, the roadbed slopes gently to 
the walk on each side 
Some of the 
edges of the checkers have been broken 
off during their three months’ service 
I counted 20 of them that have been 
slightly chipped on the edges It iscon 
tended, and I think with justice, that 
this does not argue against the value of 
the material as a pavement, and that 
any kind of stone would have suffered 
just as much or more in the same time 
“ I visited the Ceramo Crystal M anu­ 
facturing company’s works yesterday 
at the suburban village of Demi-Luno 
about six miles from Lyons 
The fac­ 
tories cover nearly 8,000 square yards of 
ground 
Work is now stopped in them 
while additions are being made to the 
buildings in the shape of second stories 
In the yards are many tons of broken 
bottles, which the superintendent told 
me was their ‘raw material 
On the 
four sides of a large brick smokestack 
are specimens of ceramo crystal for 
buildings and interior decorations, some 
of the pieces as smooth as highly polish 
ed marble, others being rongh like cut 
stone, and still others having a surface 
like common brick 
“ The advantages attributed to this 
ceramo crystal by the manufacturers 
are 
As a pavement it has greater re­ 
sistance than stone 
It is a poor con 
ductor of ccid. and ice will not form 
upon it readily 
Dirt will not accum u­ 
late upon it as easily as upon stone, and 
it will net retain microbes. 
It is more 
durable than stone and just as cheap

is laid in the form of blocks, eight inch 
es square, each block containing 16

Like all thoroughfares 
in France, the roadbed slopes gently to

The average railroad official, from the j 
president down to the section Ixias, is j 
thoroughly conversant with the woik I 
th at comes in his departm ent, bat the 
following incident shows that even the 
higher officials can make mistakes. 
Several months ago rn Kansas City, 
(M a ) company bought a carload of 
crushed ore in Mexico 
Advices wen* 
duly received that the ore had b****n 
shipped--SO tons of i t 
Weeks pas«***l 
and the ore did not come. The smelting 
company politely asked the local agent 
of the railroad company when the ore 
would arrive 
The local agent said he 
had never heard of it. 
The smelting 
company then appealed to tbe general 
agent of the road. 
The general agent 
gave it up Along the line the question 
was passed until it reached an official 
who started out a tracer for the carload 
of ore A tracer is a document on which 
every agent, train conductor and every 
other person who has had anything to 
do w ith the shipment must say whence 
he took it and where he laid it down 
From the mine in Mexico the car of ore 
was traced from junction point to june 
Hon point until it was well within the 
railroad company s local yards at Kan 
aas City aud thence to a side track by 
the roundhouse and into the possession 
of the master mechanic 
A carload of crushed gold ore look­ 
like a lot of coarse yellow sand, and
